Eleven lives have been sacrificed at bad grade crossings in 
two states in two months. 
Four persons were killed and four others injured, when an au­ 
tomobile was wrecked by the Pittsburgh-Bellaire flyer on the 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh railroad at the Barclay crossing, near 
Vanport, Pa., nine miles east of here, Sunday night. 
Seven other deaths have occurred at a crossing near an Ohio 
city. 
Both crossings, which have many understudies in other parts 
of the country, have been recognized as death traps. The Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad company and state highway department have 
arranged to eliminate the Barclay trap by erecting ap overhead 
sfraeture. 
If human beings, were invariably careful and wise drivers, 
the menace of grade crossings would be greatly reduced. 
Un­ 
fortunately they are not. And there are unforeseeable accidents 
which may happen even to careful drivers. That is why grade 
crossings should not be. 
The elimination of all the existing grade crossings in the 
country would be a tremendously costly piece of work. Yet it 
should be undertaken. In the meantime, all such crossings should 
be protected by gates or other adequate devices so that the care­ 
less driver and his helpless companions will be saved in spite of 
themselves. And wherever future construction of roads or rail­ 
way lines is planned, the grade crossing should be left out en­ 
tirely. Subway or overhead passage should be the rule.

The Benevolent Circle 


A miracle should be no less a splendid thing when it is ex­ 
plained. The United States has been regarded in recent years as 
the scene of an "economic miracle** because it has beep able to 
maintain high wages and full employment in a period of falling 
jptoea. That is regarded as contrary to the economic law that 
rising prices are essential to industrial prosperity. 
r Now that the National Industrial Conference Board has offer­ 
ed an explanation for the miraculous situation, it is found that 
economic law, not fully understood before, really fits the case and 
all is as it should be. 
The average production per employe in manufacturing in­ 
dustries in this country has been increased 35 per cent in the 
period between 1914 and 1925. Increased production made pos­ 
sible both high wages and falling prices. The high wages in- 
ereased the purchasing power of the nation. High wages also 
necessitated steps on the part of manufacturers to increase effi­ 
ciency in management and equipment. 
The whole thing goes 
around in a benevolent circle. Meditation upon these facts, un­ 
derstanding of them and application of the economic law so reveal­ 
ed will help to maintain this “miraculous*’ prosperity.

tober.

All the passengers iu the Rochester 
pullmans were shaken up and about 
40 of them required medical attention.

and slight lacerations, none of them 
was seriously hurt.

“Before the crash came I put my 
arm s around W illiam, Jr.’s head to 
protect him as best I could.

the train 
struck 
our car we were 
all thrown about 60 feet ahead and 
to the side of the track, except W il­ 
liam, Jr., w'ho was thrown into the air 
and landed on the pilot of the engine. 
My other boy was dead when they 
picked him up. 
I think Mrs. A tkin­ 
son died shortly after having been 
placed with the rest of us on the east­ 
bound train that took us to Roches­

A portrait 
et Washington or Lincoln, tbs Ameri­ 
can eagle, the words ‘Tinted State* 
of America”—all symbolise monetary 
stability to the foreign mind and the

American money. Alto he is too inex­ 
pert in handling it to detect spurious 
issues. Nor is he likely to detect a 
raised note. 
When spurious 
notes 
ultimately 
comp to a foreign 
branch 
of 
an 
American bank the examiners, usual­ 
ly Americans, detect the counterfeits 
and. the raised notes. The counter­ 
feits are worthless, but 
the raised 
notes will be accepted for what their 
original face represented. Thus, if a 
Frenchman presented a fifty-dollar 
note which had been raised from a 
five, he would receive credit only for 
five dollars. 
. Nations Now Cooperate. 
There has been much progress made 
since, the war in cooperation between 
the authorities of foreign nations and 
the United 
States 
and this month 
there is to be an international con­ 
ference at Geneva under the auspices 
of tho League of Nations for the pur­ 
pose of discussing additional means of 
protecting the currencies of the sev­ 
eral nations. 
Although the United States is not 
a member of the League of Nations, 
it will be represented at the confer­ 
ence by an official observer in the 
person of W. H. Moran, chief of the 
Secret Service. 
Because of the im­ 
portant position of the United States 
Mi world affairs, especially those of a 
monetary nature, it is a foregone con­ 
clusion that Chief Moran will take 
a leading part in the discussion. It is 
likely that some international agree­ 
ment will arise from the conference 
which will cerent cooperation of po­ 
lice agencies and make the path of 
the counterfeiter a straighter 
and 
narrower one and, perhaps, ultimately 
close it up entirely. 
Much attention has been given re­ 
cently to trade-marks bearing a re­ 
semblance 
to currency and an ar­ 
rangement 
has been 
entered 
into 
whereby any mark submitted to the 
Trade Mark division of the 
Patent 
Office for registration which resem­ 
bles currency or currency symbols is 
first submitted to the Secret Service 
for an opinion as to whether such a 
mark might tend to give the use to 
which it was put a color of official 
origin. 
, . . 
It is contrary to existing statutes to 
reproduce a likeness of currency In 
t ny form. This law is carried out to 
the letter. 
An instance is the con­ 
fiscation by the Secret Service of an 
oil painting which included a repre­ 
sentation of money. The curfre” „y 
painted in the picture could not con­ 
ceivably have been used, oven though 
cut from the canvas, but the represen­ 
tation transgressed the letter of .lie 
law and so was confiscated. 
Counterfeiting, of course, has ex­ 
tended to Liberty Bonds, to Treasury 
checks in payment for services or 
goods, and to other evidences of in­ 
debtedness by the government. 
In all its work the Secret Service 
finds that the man who seeks to get 
something for nothing by counterfeit­ 
ing sooner or latter is taken andi sent 
to prison—usually sooner.

note which had been raised from a 
five, he would receive credit only for 
five dollars. 
Nations Now Cooperate. 
There has been much progress made 
since the war in cooperation between 
the authorities of foreign nations and 
the United 
States 
and this month 
there is to be an international con­ 
ference at Geneva under the auspices 
of the League of Nations for the pur­ 
pose of discussing additional means of 
protecting the currencies of the sev­ 
eral nations. 
Although the United States is not 
a member o f the League of Nations, 
it will he represented at the confer­ 
ence by an official observer in the 
person of W. H. Moran, chief of the 
Secret Service. 
Because of the im­ 
portant position of the United States 
in world affairs, especially those of a 
monetary nature, it is a foregone con­ 
clusion that Chief Moran will tako 
a leading part in the discussion. It is 
likely that some international agree­ 
ment will arise from the conference 
which will cerent cooperation of po­ 
lice agencies and make the path of 
the counterfeiter a straighter 
and 
narrower one and. perhaps, ultimately 
close it up entirely. 
Much attention has been given re­ 
cently to trade-marks bearing a re­ 
semblance 
to currency and an ar­ 
rangement 
has been 
entered 
into 
whereby any mark submitted to the 
Trade Mark division of 
the 
Patent 
Office for registration which resem­ 
bles currency or currency symbols is 
first submitted to the Secret Service 
for an opinion as to whether such a 
mark might tend to give the use to 
which it was put a color of official 
origin. 
It is contrary to existing statutes to 
reproduce a likeness of currency in 
m y form. 
This law is carried out to 
the letter. 
An instance is the con­ 
fiscation by the Secret Service of an 
oil painting which included a repre­ 
sentation of 
money. 
The 
currency 
painted in the picture could not con­ 
ceivably have been used, even though 
cut from the canvas, but the represen­ 
tation transgressed the letter of the 
law and so was confiscated. 
Counterfeiting, of course, has ex­ 
tended to Liberty Bonds, to Treasury 
checks in payment for services or 
goods, and to other evidences of in­ 
debtedness by the government. 
In all its work the Secret Service 
finds that the man who seeks to get 
something for nothing by counterfeit­ 
ing sooner or latter is taken and s e n t 
to prison—usually sooner. And further, 
that lf the same men would devote the 
same amount of energy and skill to 


legitimate 
endeavor -their 
returns 
would he as great or greater and Hie 
shadow of prison wailer would not be 
forever over them.

Eleven lives have been sacrificed at bad grade crossings in 
two states in two moni hs. 
Four persons were killed and four others injured, when an au­ 
tomobile was wrecked by the Pittsburgh Bellaire flyer on the 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh railroad at the Barclay crossing, near 
Vanport, Pa., nine miles east of here, Sunday night. 
Seven other deaths have occurred at a crossing near an Ohio 
city. 
Both crossings, which have many understudies in other parts 
of the country, have been recognized as death traps. The Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad company and state highway department have 
arranged to eliminate the Barclay trap by erecting an overhead 
structure. 
If human beings, were invariably careful and wise drivers, 
the menace of grade crossings would be greatly reduced. 
Un 
fortunately they are not. And there are unforeseeable accidents 
which may happen even to careful drivers. 
That is why grade 
crossings should not be. 
The elimination of all the existing grade crossings in the 
country would be a tremendously costly piece of work. 
Yet it 
should be undertaken. In the meantime, all such crossings should 
be protected by gates or other adequate devices so that the care­ 
less driver and his helpless companions will be saved in spite of 
themselves. 
And wherever future construction of roads or rail­ 
way lines is planned, the grade crossing should be left out en­ 
tirely. Subway or overhead passage should be the rule.

I he Benevolent Circle 


A miracle should be no less a splendid thing when it is ex­ 
plained. The United States has been regarded in recent years as 
the scene of an ‘ economic miracle’* because it has been able to 
maintain high wages and full employment in a period of falling 
prices. That is regarded as contrary to the economic law* that 
rising prices are essential to industrial prosperity. 
Now that the National Industrial Conference Board has offer­ 
ed an explanation for the miraculous situation, it is found that 
economic law, not fully understood before, really fits the case and 
all is as it should be. 
The average production per employe in manufacturing in­ 
dustries in this country has been increased 35 per cent in the 
period between 1914 and 1925. Increased production made pos­ 
sible botli high wages and falling prices. 
The high wages in­ 
creased the purchasing power of the nation. 
High wages also 
necessitated steps on the part of manufacturers to increase effi­ 
ciency in management and equipment. 
The whole thing goes 
around in a benevolent circle. Meditation upon these facts, un­ 
derstanding of them and application of the economic law so reveal­ 
ed will help to maintain this “miraculous*' prosperity. 


Love A nd Insanity 


Judd Gray, according to Dr. Alex Hershfeld, state alienist of 
Illinois, “is not insane—just a fool.’* 
That is evidently what the jury thought when it found him 
guilty of first degree murder. 
True, Dr. Hershfeld says, Gray may have committed this 
crime under the influence of an obsession—caused by love. But 
that does not make him crazy. 
“Domination of one person by 
another through love is quite possible, love being a strange thing. 
But it does not constitute insanity in the case of a man sane from 
every other view point.” 
In other words, people who do crazy things under the influ­ 
ence of love are not really crazy, but only acting as if they were 
so. This may seem to be a sort of distinction without a difference, 
but intelligent people will get the point of it. In fact, victims 
themselves usually appreciate their position pretty well. 
The 
man who says he’s “crazy about” a woman, and acts the part, 
still shows his essential sanity. The insane man doesnt know 
lie ’s insane.

Counterfeiters and the New Currency. 
WASHINGTON, D. C. June 9.—The 
derision of the Treasury departm ent 
to reduce the size of United States 
currency is expected to result iii an 
ni reased effort on the part of coun­ 
terfeiters to pass their spurious pro­ 
duct upon the public. They have their 
plates made and many have substan­ 
tial supplies of printed currency on 
hand. 
Counterfeiters usually pass cut 
their wares rather gingerly; that it, 
the experienced ones do, knowing that 
to flood the market at any one time 
or place invites apprehension. 
With currency of new design and 
especially of a reduced sixe to ba 
issued by the government, the ol I 
plates and 
ready-printed 
current y 
will berome obsolete, so caution will 
be partially att aside to get rid of 
stocks on band and make the fullest 
practicable use of the plates before 
the appearance of the new money. 
The actual < ounterfeiters very rare­ 
ly pass any of their own product. Be­ 
ing sufficiently clever men to be able 
to imitate currency, they also have 
wit enough 
to know that it is best 
to work in the dark. Persons with the 
criminal instinct necessary to the use 
of spurious money but lacking the 
skill to produce It from a brother­ 
hood or a trade all by itself. They 
are, of course, in league with the coun­ 
terfeiters. 
They hay the counterfeit 
money for a low price, depending to 
some extent on the bargining ability 
of the respective prties and also upon 
the quality of the spurious product. 
The price of a th e dollar counterfeit 
may run anywhere from one to three 
dollars. 
T ie professional passer, of 
course, puts the money into circula­ 
tion at its full fare value.

form on the crime of the other. In 
consequence they arc careful of th. fr 
dealings. 
In recent years counterfeiting la s 
altered to some extent. While new 
money constantly is being made, there 
ha*- been a tendency to turn more to 
the raising of the denominations i f 
genuine notes. 
The numeral on

five-dollar bill, for instance, will b. 
skilfully changed, making it into a 
fifty-dollar bill. A ten 
becomes

hundred dollar bill. 
Modern Methods Are Used. 
Investigations of the Secret Service 
show that the profession of counter­ 
feiting has 
marched with the tim es 
and that modern methods are being 
used very extensively. There are few 
if any more of the old hand-engraved 
counterfeits 
appearing. 
Photo-litho­ 
graphy bas taken the place of th 1 
hand work. 
If done with skill su. h 
a counterfeit is indeed dangerous as 
there are not present the differences 
in detail which often didentify a hand- 
copied note design. 
The camera is the basis of practi­ 
cally 
all 
counterfeiting 
operations 
among the modern fraternity and in­ 
creasing skill is required on the part 
of the secret service to detect the 
work of tho better craftsmen. 
Distinctive paper remains one of 
the principal safeguards 
of 
United 
States currency. 
This paper m anu­ 
factured by a private corporation for 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print 
ing. is guarded as carefully as stocks 
of finished notes. In fact there is rea­ 
son for guarding it more closely. Tho 
paper which might be used for print 
I ing five dollar notes could, if it foil 
into tho hands of a counterfeiter he 
employed for printing thousand-dollar 
notes.

Nations Now Cooperate. 
There has been much progress made 
since the war in cooperation between 
the authorities of foreign nations and 
the United 
m ates 
and this month 
there is to be an international con­ 
ference at Geneva nnder the auspices 
of the League of Nations for the pur 
pose of discussing additional means of 
protecting the currencies of the sev­ 
eral nations. 
Although the United m ates is not 
a member of the league of Nations, 
It will be represented at the confer­ 
ence by an official observer in tho 
person of W. H. Moran, chief of the 
Secret Service. 
Because of the im­ 
portant position of the United States 
in world affairs, especially those of a 
monetary nature, it i* a foregone con­ 
clusion that Chief Moran will tako 
a leading part in the discussion. It is 
likely that some International agree­ 
ment will arise from the conference 
which will cer ent cooperation of po­ 
lice agencies and make the path of 
the counterfeiter a straighter 
ani 
narrower one and. perhaps, ultimately 
close it up entirely. 
Much attention has been given re­ 
cently to trade-marks bearing a re­ 
semblance 
to currency and an ar­ 
rangem ent 
ha* been 
entered 
into 
whereby any mark submitted to the 
Trade Mark division of 
the 
Pateut 
Office for registration which resem­ 
bles currency or currency symbols is 
first submitted to the Secret Service 
for an opinion as to whether such a 
mark might tend to give the use to 
which it was put a color of official 
origin.

It is contrary to existing statutes to 
reproduce a likeness of currency in 
tny form. 
This law is carried out to 
the letter. 
An instance is the con­ 
fiscation by the Set ret Service of an 
oil painting which Included a repre­ 
sentation of

painted in the picture could not con­ 
ceivably have been used, even though 
cut from the canvas, but the represen­ 
tation transgressed the letter of Ute 
law and so was confiscated. 
Counterfeiting, of course, has ex­ 
tended to Liberty Bonds, to Treasury 
checks in payment for services or 
goods, and to other evidences of in­ 
debtedness by the government 
In all its work the Secret b erv ie 
finds that the man who seeks to get 
something for nothing by counterfeit­ 
ing sooner or latter is taken aud sent 
to orison—usually sooner.
